Wbtla pursuing bla 
Inquiries bla attaotloa waa called to tba 
tblrd-clee# oily aot now to foroa In 
Englewood and otbar plaoea, and ba 
arrota a frleod In Englewood for Informa¬ 
tion about tba workings of tba olty goT¬ 
aromaot tbara and reoeived tba follow- 
tog reply: 

•• in reply to your latter of Inquiry In 
regard to our olty goTaromaot, I am glad 
to say that In moat raapaota w» Hod our 
effalra 1a much batter ooodltloo than 
whan wa wars under borough regulation. 
Our goTarnlng board la a Common Coon- 
oil eompoerd of Ore members, one from 
each of four wards, Into wblob tba olty 
la dlTtded. aod one elected from tba olty 
at large. They elect their own presiding 
offioer each year, Their terms of offloe 
are for two years, tba one at large, how- 
aT«r. being elected yearly. Appointed 
by tba Common Council are the Boards 
of Education, of Health, aod of Appeals, 
tba other board (of Assessor*) being 
sleeted. These board* all consist of 
four members, except tta Board of E lo¬ 
cation, wblcb baa a fifth member ap- , 
pointed at large. Tba member for tba , 
Fourth Ward of the Board of Eduo-ttoo 
la appointed for ooe year; tba others and 
otbar officers seres for two years, 
are dlTlded Into two classes. 

•• Tbs city electa two members of tbe 
Board of Oboeen Freeholders. Tbs ex- 
seutlTs branch oooslats of a mayor, a 

chief of th« Am department, and over- 
abac of tba poor. These era appointed 
by tbs Council, an art also the i 
eommlaaionec. tbs olty surveyor, 
treasurer. Tba etty dark Is also ap¬ 
pointed by tba asm# body. Tba ally 
physician and baaltb Inspector era ap¬ 
pointed by tbs Board of Health. , Tbs 
reoalTsr of taxes, I tblob. Is sleeted. 
Tbe recorder and city attorney are ap¬ 
pointed by tbe Council. These, wltb 
several Justice# of tbs peace, who are 
elected by districts, constitute tbe Ju¬ 
diciary. 

*• I think, from this brief catalogue of 
our «Ulcer# aod their source of power, 
that you will gather that we throw the 
greatest responsibility for the maoage- 
tmeot of our .(fairs upon the elected 
i>mmon Council aod mayor.

Commissioner of Appeal* Michael H. 
Higgins baa vtewe of bis own about tba 
taxable value of (arm lands In Ibis town, 
and Mr. Hlggloa differ* deoldedly oven 
with the member* of the Btate Board of 
axatioo on that subject. In tbe opinion 
of th* local Commissioner there Is a 
differeno# la value of so-called farm 
ids lo this town aod farm lands la 
Somerset and other agricultural 
eountles. Mr. Higgles la opposed to 
applying th* low valuation* of Baptle- 
towo or Ftagtown farm lands to Brook- 
la property, sad particularly such 
arm leads aa bav* a frontage on a mac¬ 
adamised road. Born* Brookdal* people 
contend that tbelr property along Broad 
street should not b* aaaeaaad at a valu¬ 
ation vxoeedlng 1100 per sore. Mr. Hlg¬ 
gloa declares that tba figures are too 
low, aod as a member of tbe Board of 
Appeals ba la opposed to mat log tbo 
concession to tbe Brookdal* property, 
owner*. The equities In th* ease ap¬ 
pear to be with Mr. Hlgglae, notwith¬ 
standing tbe Btate Board of Taxation 
established the rata of valuation In tbe 
Hyd* case that tbe property-owner# In 
Brookdal* seize upon as a preoedt-ot, aod 
aa the rule which abould govern. 

The demoralising tffeol of the Btate 
Board of Taxation’s Interference In 
local assessments has been aeverely 
felt In this town this year, aod la a 
factoi la tbe present tax rate. The 
probability la that the opposition of Mr. 
H gglcs toward allowing the reduotloo 
In valuations demanded by Brookdal* 
farm owner* will reault lo further ap¬ 
peals to the Btate Board. If such should 
ba the ease the Town Council or tbe Board 
of Assessors should not lot tba oppor¬ 
tunity go by to presoot to tbe member* 
of tba Btate Board th* feet that If they 
• going to ssiahllah val u ations for 
this town they had better take the 
entire tax duplicate ta head at oooa aod 
revise It along th* Haas that they daa 
proper and aqulUbla, aod aot make re- 
dootloo* la laotatad aod particular ease 
The local Cam ml eel ooe rs of Appeals, 
with their p ersonal know! dg* of local 
valuatlooa, are more com patent to make 
ak aad fair decision# la eases of dis¬ 
pute over private property asse s s ments 
than tha State Board la. 

Tba Town Council, when It had tb* tax 
duplloate before It for epprovel, ne¬ 
glected the opportunity of demonstrat¬ 
ing to the people that the administra¬ 
tion of the current year was not reepon 
alble through Its executive seta for soy 
material Inorease In tbe tax rate, but 
that tbe high rate was due to a ton- 
formlty oo tbs part of the local east 
tors with tbe sots of tbe Btate Board of 
Taxation lo making reductions from tbs 
valuations fixed by the local board, 
Thar* waa an Issue for a fight to th* 
finish with tha Btet* Board, aod It la 
attar of surprise that Councilman 
Moore, who never lacks th* nerve or 
energy for a contest of that kind, let 
such ao opportunity slip by. Tha 
aggressive attitude assumed by Mr 
Higgins may yet bring oo th* sontre- 
>rey, and tha people may yot have aa 
opportunity of learning Just how mooh 
of tba high tax rat* Is dlraotly obarga- 
abia to the Btate Board of Taxation. It 
Is to be hoped that Mr. Higgins will 
taka up tb* fight on toe part of th* 
gooerel body of taxpayer* against tbe 
State Board. Tbe question at Issue la 
not oooflned to farm land alone, 
although th* contention raised by Mr 
Hlggloa Tuesday waa on that phase of 
the assessment. It Is obvious that 
under present conditions ao material re 
duetlona lo tax valuations can be marie, 
If tha Btate Boerd ooollnuee to over¬ 
ride tb* local Board of Assessors and 
th# local Commissioner* of Appeals, It

Complex government Is s prob¬ 
lem too deep (or Democracy. Wkno a 
system of government depart* from tba 
tms of simplicity and economy laid 
down by that giaat Democratic theorist 
Thomas Jefferson, than government ba- 
tronbiaoom* aad tba majority of 
people are d i sposed ta sbirh govern¬ 
mental duties oo account of th* trouble 
to them. Thao oorruptloo 
In aad govern meat beoomen ex¬ 
pensive. 

Oompiex government In ooe of th* 
evils of materiel progress. Tb* good 
aod easiest Democrat did not deem It 
benaatb bla dignity to carry tha ashes 
from th* stove In hie house to the back 
yard aod alft them aod plok out the 
cinders tbet could be re burned. It waa 
a simple aod eoonomle process end de¬ 
noted tbe frugal and Industrious ettlseo, 
aod woo aocomhims of praise from 
au lh venerable sages aa Benjamin Frank- 
llo, bot with the growth lo material 
wealth aod th* develo pme nt of com¬ 
plexity In government th# scavenger 
service earn* Into vogue, aad It la now 
beneath th* dignity of tha average citi¬ 
zen (even though be profess to be a 
Democrat In politics) to pick cinders. 
Tbe etndera era wasted aod the coal 
bills ar* higher, but tba expensive bene¬ 
fit of the scavenger service Is pointed to 
with pride aa one of tbe grand results of 
a higher elvlllzatloo. 

The good aod ancient Democrat when 
ooe of tba family was 111 called tn the 
village doctor, and with the benefit of 
bla simple advice aod th* aid of oooer 
ous good-hearted and wise woman lo 
th* community measles, chicken pox, 
sore throat aod Inflammatory troubl 
war* eared for without publlelty aod at 
trifling expaoaa. Th* march of pro- 
lengbed tt acorn thla old faahU 
aad simple mWbod of oarlog for th* 
sink, aad oompiex government brought 
In th* Bnnrd of Health, by mean* of 
which th* good old woaraa aod their 
voluntqty service aad counsel ware r*U- 
| W obscurity, 1*4 tb* alak taken 
af lo aooordaaa* with highly 
nod coetly geottary 
aod mt public expense, and under this 
system the mna who l« earafaf In hi* 
living nod In tbe conducting of bln 
premises 1* taxed equally with bla 
disease-breeding fallow cltlaao. 

Tb* good end ancient Democrat set 
more value on the education acquired 
by practical experience la tbe affair* of 
life (and which was alow aod long In 
developing) than upon the artificial 
cramming of the schools, and the public 
school of olden time* was an Institution 
of limited scope and of trifling expanse. 
Oompiex government has brought with 
It th* developed High School# which 
turn out boys educated to th* full limit 
of tha old tlm* oollage, and th* pablle 
pays tha bills. 

Numerous other coetly governmental 
Institutions might ba cited as ax ampli¬ 
fy log tba dlfferaoo* lo coat between th* 
atm pi* and eeonomln methods of olden 
time*. In wblob government Interference 
In private affaire played bat 1IUI# part, 
and the complex system of th* 
day, tn which tha people look to 
government to do It all. 

Tba greatest evil of th* oompiex 
government of to-day waa long ago 
pointed out by Jeffereoo. and that la 
tha diminution of tbe power and In- 
fiueaoe of th* Individual lo tba affairs 
of tha Btate. Democracy no longer 
exists as a matter of actual practice, aod 
la now simply a theory of the schools. 
Th# most bumble Individual In tba 
community now patroolsee the boot- 
black. No good oltlxeoa of tbe old 
school devoid of ooet aod vest are met 
lo the streets nowadays, aod If they 
were they would ba ebuooed. Tbe 
Immortal Jefferson rode a muts Into 
Washington. The ottlsen who woold 
undertake such a proceeding In tbe 
atfWett of Bloomfield would be tbe 
subject of glbea aod Jests, and probably 
a missile or two. 

Oompiex government has nmda ridicu¬ 
lous th# slmpls and Inexpensive habits 
of th# days when pur* Democratic 
doeu A'wae loetIUed Into tbe mlods of 
th* people. In good old Democratic 
times every gaa waa privileged to
